Foods, cotton goods, shoes, lumber, 
paint, drugs, leather, fats and oils. 
Small declines, ii any, are fore­ 
seen this year for automobiles, con­ 
sumer durable goods generally, wool­ 
ens and worsted, furniture and house 
furnishings, iron -and steel products, 
paper, pulp, grains and livestock. 
The report is an item-by-item study 
of the 675 products which make up 
the government’s wholesale price in­ 
dex.

crop residue management and chop 
rotation are among the practices be­ 
ing used by the chairman. 
For a 
crop rotation system adapted to the 
gently rolling heavy dark soils of his 
firm he uses complete rotation oi 
all crops every three years and grows 
cotton no longer than two years in 
succession on the same tractof land. 
Deep breaking is applied in the sum­ 
mer only, in orer to give ample time 
for the soil to become restocked with 
moisture. 
Applicable crop residues 
are kept in the surface layer of soil 
through shallow tillage with a oneway 
plow. 


McCulloch made his first crop in 
1919 and has farmed each year since 
then. 
He applied terraces to some 
of his land as early as 1924 and in 
1940 completed terracing both the 
Sunnyside and his 
Haskell 
county 
farm. 
The Haskell farm, which was 
sold in 1945, made use of the “syrup 
pan” principle of terracing to utilize 
runoff from an outside supply. 


The district was organized in 1941 
and Jim has served as chairman sup­ 
ervisor since that time having been 
re-elected in 1944 for a five year 
tenure. 
His and the work of all other 
supervicors is on a non-pay basis.
